SHOT A 


Murderous Shooting Affray at 
Balder Friday. 


A Quarrel Over Crops the Cause, 


—_—_— 


On Friday morning an awful shooting 
affair took place in the uorth-west quarter 
of section twenty-six, eta 2 three, 
range fourteen west, some twelve miles 
south of Balder station on the N. P. R. 

Two brothers named Webb, who re- 
side there, got into a fierce «quarrel over 
the question as to who owned three 
stooks of wheat, with frightful results. — 

Genius, one of the brothers, loaded his 
gun inthe morning and went out to 
shoot prairie chickens. He met his 
his brother John and they began quar- 
reiling over the division of the wheat, 
both claiming the stooks in question. 
John dared Genius to touch the grain, 
There was an interchange of passionate 


| words, and suddenly Genius, ablaze with 


anger, 
PUT HIs GUN TO HIS SHOULDERS, 
and levelled it at his brother who was 
two reds away. The heavy charge of 
shot struck John on the neck and left 


breast. inflicting frightful wounds. The
